Fear of Conflict With 
City and County Mu- 
nicipalities Causes 
Change — Two Dis- 


senters on Final Vote. 


A plan for a metropolitan St. 
Louis-St. Louis county transit 
district, shorn of all powers to 
regulate or control traffic, was 
given final approval, last night 
by the transit board of free- 
holders, with two members dis- 
senting and withholding their 
signatures from the plan. 

A motion to delete from the 
plan the right of the district to 
regulate traffic along routes 
used by transit vehicles was of- 
fered by Freeholder Robert B. 
Brooks, consuJting engineer and 


former director of streets and 
sewers for the City of St. Louis. 
Brooks declared such a power 
would plunge the ‘district into 
immediate conflict with the city 
and the various county munici- 
palities and would kill the pro- 
posal when the plan came be- 
fore the people for approval. 


Coburn Supports Deletion. 


Seconding the motion, Rich- 
mond C. Coburn said such a 
power would permit the district 
commission to override any traf- 
fic ordinance of the city or 
county, including the city’s mas- 
ter traffic control ordinance. 

“I don’t see how it is possible 
for the Mayor or the city ad- 
ministration to support this pro- 
posal,” Coburn said. “With this 
power in the plan, it would be 
only a question of time until 
the commission locked horns 
with some city over enforcement 
of some of the commission’s or- 
dinances. What would the com- 
mission do then, with no police 
of its own, about enforcement?” 

Brooks’ motion then carried, 
11 to 3. 

The two dissenting freehold- 
ers were Alfred Schindler and 
Mrs. Frank A. Becker, both ap- 
pointees from the city.

WASHINGTON, March 26 
(AP)—American officials were 
hopeful today that Secretary of 
State John Foster Dulles would 
succeed in his efforts to pour 
oil on the troubled Arab-Israeli 
waters. 

Friction between the young 
state of Israel and its seven 
Arab neighbors .was increased 
last week with the massacre of 
11 Israeli citizens on a bus in 
the Negeb desert. Diplomats 
have fired bristling statements 
at each other from both sides. 


In the view of some diplomats 
here, the situation appears to be 
blown up out of proportion. 
These observers include some 
who have just returned from 
the area. 

May Reduce Tension. > 

Dulles in effect has advised | 
all parties to remain calm and 
United States diplomats say 
they think his words will help 
keep the tension down. They 
say that people on both sides, | 
while jumpy, apparently are 
seriously attempting to avoid | 
any move which might upset | 
the peace. 

On Tuesday, the ambassadors | 
from the Arab states called on 
Dulles and, in a statement, ac- 
cused Israel of endangering } 
Middle East peace. 

Yesterday Israeli ambassador 
Abba Eban spent an hour with 
Dulles. He accused the Arab 
states of policies which he de- 
clared appeared to be prepara- 
tions for “new assaults upon 
Israeli's independence.” 

After Eban’s visit, Dulles is- 
sued a statement in which he 
called for “forbearance on the 
part of all parties.” He “urged 
“avoidance of any statements or 
acts which might further dis- 
turb the gegeral situation.” 

Israel asked for an immediate 
session of the United Nations 
Security Council to consider its 
charges that Jordan is respon- 
sible for the ambush of the 11 
Israelis last week. 

Dulles told Eban the United 
States would “exchange views” 
with Britain and France on the 
question. 

Urges Keeping Accord. 

Meanwhile, he said, both Is- 
rael and the Arab states should 
“adhere faithfully to their ob- 


ligations under the Palestine 


war armistice agreement.” 
Jordan notified U.N. Secretary 
Dag Hammerskjold yesterday it 
‘would not attend a “peace con- 
ference” previously demanded 
by Israel to revise the atmistice 
pgreements. Hammerskjold said 
he would not press the issue 
now. He has begun private 
talks aiméd at preventing new 
hostilities in the Middle East. 
Also in the U.N. yesterday 
spokesmen for the United States, 
Britain and France declared 
themselves against Egypt’s in- 
terference with  Israel-bound 
shipping in the Suez Canal. 
They argued that five years 
after the armistice Egypt should 
not enjoy the rights of a bellig- 
erent with régard to shipping.

A month after my dear mother 
passed away, I resolved to make my- 
self worthy of the gift of ‘life by do- 
ing something really big and impor- 
tant. I was a senior at Oak Park High 
School and my father was willing 
that I choose what I wanted to do. 
Thomas Edison, the ideal of the sci- 
entifically minded youth of my day, 
advised that a young man, satisfied 
that he had the capacity to invent, 
should then decide what to invent 
and stick to it until he had it invent 
ed, it was while sitting in front of the 
horn of an old-fashioned radio set, 
that I determined I would make 
blind radio see .. for, after all, this 
was the next ordained step in the 
development of communication. So 
in 1924 I withdrew from school, start- 
ed building and selling radios and 
studied every book I could find that 
might give me a clue as to how to 
convert light into electricity and 
back to light again. One day I read 
that the resistance of a submarine 
cable was different in the day than 
in the night and within 24 hours I 
had invented, in 1924, a workable 
television system on paper. 


By August, 1925, I had secured 
financial backing from the late Wil- 
liam Randolph Hearst, enabling me 
to prove that television would work 
and on January 26, at the hour of 
2:00 a.m. in room 625 in the Hearst 
Square Building here at Madison and 
Market Streets, I produced the first 
live television image in all history.

The chamber’s position ap- 
peared to be another indication 
that the program could run into 
strong opposition from some 
private insurance companies and 
the medical profession. 

Eisenhower has publicly op- 
posed socialized medicine. He 
has asked Congress to enact a 
plan under which the Govern- 
ment would insure private health 
insurance firms against most of 
their losses, 

Secretary of Welfare Hobby 
has said this program would 
help the private firms offer 
broader health insurance cover- 
age and bigger benefits. 

Criticized by Witness. 

Edwin J. Faulkner of Lincoln, 
Nebr., representing the cham- 
ber, told the House Commerce 
Committee today that sponsors 
of the program “would be dis- 
appointed by its failure to 
achieve its expressed purposes.” 

Faulkner, president of th 
Woodmen Accident Co. and two 
associated companies, and a 
leader in health insurance trade 
associations, insisted the pro- 
gram “would add nothing to the 
present rapidly expanding and 
4 system” of private 
voluntary health insurance plans. 

But enactment of the pro- 
posal, he said, “would create in 
the minds of the genera] pyblic 
‘a belief that it offers un ade- 
quate solution to health prob- 
lems. This would be a delusion, 
and therefore, wrong.” 

“The entry of the Federal 
Government into this field,” he 
said, would result in controls 
and regulations which would in- 
hibit the keen competition 
among private firm: which has 
resulted in experimentation and 
new policies very beneficial to 
the public. . 

“In fact, the probable even- 
tual effect of passage of this 
bill would be to defeat the 
President’s desire to see volun- 
tary insurance expand and to 
maintain a free medical pro- 
fession.” | ' jak

As Geneva Approaches 
Paris dispatches indicate that France feels 
the time has come to decide whether to win the 


Indochina war or try to end it, and hopes the 
United States will make up its mind which 


- ghould be done, and how. 


Fighting has reached a crisis at Dien Bien Phu. 
Marquis Childs reports from Paris that the 
highest French leaders see only two choices in 
Indochina. One is a vast increase in American 
military aid if not direct intervention. The 
other is some kind of truce agreement at the 
Geneva conference next month. 

Any great increase in aid seems unlikely. The 
United States is putting $800,000,000 a year into 
the Indochina war. This has not been enough to 
win it, and an economy-minded Congress offers 
little hope of major increases. Secretary of De- 
fense Wilson offered American soldiers to train 
Indochinese troops, but that offer has not even 
pleased the French. 

If a strenuous’ victory effort is not now in 
the cards, what, then, could be done to end 
the war on terms protecting Southeast Asia from 
aggression? On what conditions would China 
quit supporting Red forces in Indochina? 

The French suggest several possible Western 
concessions: a pledge that Formosa will never 
be used for an attack on China; trade offers to 
Peiping; the admission of Red China to the 
U.N.; and diplomatic recognition. 

Pressure for the latter, in return for peace 
in Asia, is growing not only in France but among 
other allies. The New York Times says Canada 
is considering recognition of China, if that coun- 
try is conciliatory in Geneva. 

Nobody can say which or how many of these 
concessions might be necessary in order to es- 
tablish peace in Asia, or under exactly what 
circumstances they would become worthwhile. 
The political climate in Washington right now, 
moreover, seems against even talking with Red 
China about these matters. 

Earlier this year Arthur H. Dean, the Korean 
negotiator, suggested that under some possible 
future circumstan¢es, we might consider recog- 
nizing China, He was immediately subjected to 
a vituperative attack by Senator Welker of Ida- 
ho, and later left the State Department under re- 
ported pressure. 


Nor is the Welker-Knowland-McCarthy group . 


of Republicans alone in opposing an approach to 
China. Senator George, senior Democrat on the 
Foreign Relations Committee, has just said he 
opposes discussion of Indochina with the Red 
Chinese in Geneva. He also opposes any deeper 
American involvement in the war. 

This suggests that the United States is not 
ready to make commitments necessary to win 
the war, and is unwilling even to discuss com- 
mitments which might be necessary for peace. 

France, however, will not accept stalemate 
forever. The National Assembly has voted to 
instruct the French delegation at Geneva to 
“seek all solutions to bring about as quickly 
as possible a cessation of hostilities.” 

Surely the State Department and the Ameri- 
can delegates to Geneva should at least be free 
to negotiate on Indochina. It should be possible 
for them to explore the possibilities for peace 
in Asia without being accused of “appeasement” 
or even “treason” by the China lobby at home. 

The basic objective of saving Southeast Asia 
from Communism apparently means either more 
American involvement to win victory in Indo- 
china or efforts to win a secure peace, and the 
decision between them has got to be made some 
time in Washington as well as Paris. The Ad- 
ministration sHould be free to face Geneva with- 
out rabid criticism offering no real alternative.

the blame cannot be shifted. The St. Louis com- 
munity is not like Kansas City, Chicago and 
other cities with the tempo of a boom town. 
These examples, however, are sometimes dis- 
missed ag a touch vulgar. .— 

But the slow strangulation of St. Louis has 
been apparent too long to permit this attitude. 
Progress now calls for positive action. Extension 
of the earnings tax—without a frustrating three- 
year limitation, we trust—will make such action 
possible, in part, But the $8,000,000 a year from 
this source will not make St. Louis over. 

Most of the money will go for housekeeping 
expenses—vital services which otherwise would 
have to be curtailed. The revenue should insure 
the city’s fiscal stability so that reconstruction 
projects will be more feasible. But organizations 
like Mr. McHaney's will have to put new drive 
into public freeholders and private investors to 
meet needs ranging from sewers to expressways. 

Not false pride, but purposeful energy will re- 
make St. Louis. That will get for the community 
money now passed by.

The marriage last Saturday of 
Jon Morrow Lindbergh, ad- 
venturer son of the famed Lone 
Eagle” of the 1920s, Charles A. 
3 was disclosed yester- 


ay. 

The bride is the former Miss 
Barbara Robbins, at one time a 
classmate of young Lindbergh at 
Stanford University, Palo Alto, 
Calif., and until recently a stu- 
dent at Northwestern Univer- 
sity. Mrs. Lindbergh is 21 years 
old, the same age as Jon, who 
is the eldest of the five living 
Lindbergh children. They met 
at Stanford four years ago. She 
plans to finish her senior year 
at Stanford. 

Their honeymoon plans were 
not disclosed. Their marriage 
was kept secret until yesterday. 
It was disclosed by the return 
of the license to the Cook coun- 
ty clerk for recording and con- 
firmed by Mrs. Walter Miller, 
aunt of the bride. The wedding 
ceremony was performed in Mrs. 
Miller’s heme in suburban 
Northfield. 

Lindbergh’s parents and their 
four younger children came here 
or the ceremony from their 
home in Darien, Conn. The 
bride’s father, James P. Robbins, 
a mining engineer, and her sis- 
ter and brother also attended 
the wedding ceremo 


Jon Lindbergh, who is a li- 
censed pilot, a mountain climber, 
an explorer, a skilled seaman, an 
honor student and a promising 
biologist, was one of the na- 
tion’s most carefully shielded 
children while he was growing 
up. His parents withdrew almost, 
completely from the public eye 
after the kidnap-slaying of their 
first son, Charles Augustus Jr. 

At Stanford, young Lindbergh 
has shunned the usual social 
life. He lived alone in a tent in 
the coast range foothills about 
seven miles from the campus. 
Curly-haired and blue-eyed, he 
resembles his father, who sky- 
rocketed into world-wide fame 
as an aviator in the 1920s after 
his non-stop trans-Atlantic flight 
from New York to Paris. His fa- 
ther now is a brigadier general. 

Young Lindbergh took part in 
an ocean-charting voyage of the 
Atlantic ocean in 1952. In 1953 
whe sounded an uncharted water- 
filled cavern in a California 
cave. He has shot the rapids of 
fast-moving western rivers, is a 
good swimmer and a fisherman. 
He has faced death with compo- 
sure on miore than one of his ad- 
ventures.

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The New Films

Top-Drawer Shakespeare 


N “JULIUS CAESAR” at the ORPHEUM, THEATER, 
Hollywood. has at last come up with some first-class 
Shakespeare, fit to be mentioned in the same breath 
with Laurence Olivier’s Henry V“ and Hamlet.“ I am 
a happy to réport that some of the horrible 
memories of Lese Howard as Romeo, 
Mickey Rooney as Puck and Orson Welles 
as Macbeth can now be wiped out. For, 
under the astute theatrical hand of Direc- 
2 tor Joseph L. Mankiewicz, “Julius Caesar“ 
has emerged as tremendously powerful 
drama, full-blooded, passionate and graphic 

in its execution, concise and lean in its outlines. 


Although its focus must necessarily be widened for 
the funeral oration scene and the battle at Phillipi, this 
has been kept essentially intimate. Of all the Shake- 
spearean historical dramas, “Caesar” is strongest in hot 
dramatic conflict as opposed to the study of an individual. 
This does not have the great mosaic color composition 
and spectacle of a Henry v.“ the brooding beauty of 
photography of Olivier’s Hamlet.“ But it brings the 
camera and the spectator close to the actors in one of 
history's mighty events, gazes in fascination at their 
turbulent passions, and savours and thrills to the eloquence 
of the great speeches. 


; * 

Here Shakespeare, elosely following Plutarch, has given 
us a penetrating lock at men under stress of momentous 
events. The simple issue of the necessity for murdering 
a dictator to preserve freedom (the freedom of the nobles, 
that is) clouded by the complexities of men and motives, 
their arrogance, envy, greed, cunning, overpowering ambi- 
tion, hatred and lust for vengeance. The course of action 
is diverted by the weaknesses of men-—Caesar’s vanity 
and susceptibility to flattery, Brutus’s passion for complete 
justice in the face of danger, the fickleness of the Roman 
mob. The loftiness of the language has lifted this gallery 
to an aspect larger than life, but the avid searching of 
their faces by Mankiewicz’s camera, the vithlity of the 
acting, have kept the people human and real.

The director has fashioned, too, some stark dramatic 
highlights. The tion scene is splendid — the 
anguished look on Brutus’s face as the conspirators hack 
at Caesar, a great closeup as the bloody Caesar puts his 
arm ‘about Brutus before receiving the final thrust. The 
impact of Antony's appearance on the forum before the 
mob with Caesar’s body in his arms is electric. - The 
plotting of the conspirators in the storm-swept dark 
streets, the quarrel between Brutus and Cassius are deeply 
colored with stress and mood. Mankiewicz has chosen 
to simplify and clarify the battle of Phillipi (and probably 
saved the necessity of hiring thousands of extras) by 
taking it off the plains and making it an ambuscade in 
a mountain pass. Even here the focus of it all is 
individual, the study of a confidently cruel Antony waiting 

to pounce. „ 


The acting, with the exception of the disappointing 
portrayal of Antony by Marlon Brando, is on a wide level 
of excellence; highlighted by fine performances by John 
Gielgud as the bitter Cassius, and James Mason as a 
reflective and quietly burning Brutus. Louis Calhern 
as Caesar, Edmond O’Brien as Casca, Greer Garson as 
Calpurnia, Deborah Kerr as Portia, and a dozen well-known 
actors in smaller roles are all first-rate. As to Brando, 
he manages a mask-like exterior starkness ad Antony, 
and has all the necessary intensity and fieriness. But 
be lacks any subtlety, discipline and fluency. His diction, 
although of course far more polished than in his Stanley 
Kowalski mumblings, is still faulty for Shakespeare—he 
mouths some endings, as “tole” for “told.” In the funeral 
oration, he produces the almost hysterical effects that 
Antony probably employed but muffs the elaborate irony, 
the change of pace, the cynicism.

Rebel of Railroad Industry Says If He Gains Control 
‘He Plans to Put Revolutionary ‘Train X' in Opera- 
tion, Appoint Woman to Board, Make Other Changes

NEW YORK, March 26 

F Robert R. Young, rebel of 

the railway industry, wins 

his current campaign to 
gain control of the vast $2,600,- 
000,000 New York Central Rail- 
road, he says he’ll bring a lot of 
“improvements” to the nation’s 
second biggest carrier. 

First off, he'd like to see put 
into operation on the Central 
his revolutionary “Train X“, the 
model streamliner patterned 
after a Spanish train, that he 
had built when he was chairman 
of the board of the Chesapeake 

Ohio. 

“American railway passenger 
equipment is obsolete,” Young 
said in an interview in his 
offices on the 45th floor of 
New York’s Chrysler Building. 
“For 125 years the floors of our 
railroad cars have been four feet 
three inches above the rail. That 
was the height of the freight 
platform to receive the first 
bale of cotton from an old plan- 
tation wagon drawn by a team 
of mules way back in 1830, 

“Train X, two and one half 
feet lower .at the floor, three 
feet lower at the roof, gives 
twice as smooth and safe a ride 
at one-half the operat cost 
of the newest present day equip- 
ment. Its original cost is one- 
third that of present equip- 
ment. Train X would pay for it- 
self out of savings, yet key rail- 
roads say Train X won't do be- 
cause it requires alterations in 
station platforms.“ 

If Young becomes head of 
Central, he says he will go for- 
ward with Train X and prove to 
the rest of the railroad industry 
that it is “horse and buggy 
thinking” to let the necessity for 
making changes in railway sta- 
tion piatforms block the path of 
progress. 

Young says he couldn't use 
Train X on the C. & O. because 
that road has to link up with 
other lines and Train X couldn't 
be hooked up to their equip- 
ment.” With New York Central, 
he says, there would be no such 
problem since the line controls 
origin and destination all the 
way from New York to Chicago. 

Young tried seven years ago 
to take over the helm of Central 
and failed. This time he thinks 
he’ll win. With his own holdings 
and those of friends, he now 
claims control of sufficient per- 
centage of Central’s 6,447,410 
shares of stock to insure victory 
at the annual meeting of New 
York Central stockholders in 
Albany on May 26. He figures 
on the vote of enough of Cen- 
tral’s small shareholders to 
cinch the battle in his favor. 

Young, who proposes—if he 
wins—to serve the New York 
Central for a dollar a year, says 
he has a lot of ideas for money- 
saving” improvements, one of 
which is the adoption of roller 
bearings on freight cars. 

“The railroad wheel is the only 
turning wheel in America that 
doesn’t have roller bearings,” he 
said. “The use of roller bearings 
could save the Central hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars a

The man who wants to control 
the sprawling 10, 735-mile Cen- 
tral road was born in 1897 in a 
cow town on the west Texas 
plains. His father, a rancher 
turned small-town banker, sent 
Robert to Culver Military Acad- 
emy and then to the University 
of Virginia. At Culver, he did 
well and was graduated vale- 
dictorian. At the University of 
Virginia, it was a different 
story. He said once that about 
the only thing he studied at the 
university was his checkbook 
balance to see whether he could 
cover his gambling losses.

In 
1931 he organized the New York 
Stock Exchange firm of Young, 
Kolbe & Co., and in 1937 with 
Allan P. Kirby, son of a co- 
founder of the Woolworth Co., 
purchased the bankrupt Van 
Sweringen real estate, coal and 
railroad empire, This included 
control of such well-known 
carriers as the Chesapeake & 
Ohio, the Erie, the New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis, the Pere 
Marquette, the Wheeling and 
Lake Erie Railway, the Texas 
and Pacific Lines, the Inter- 
national Great Northern Rail- 
road, the New Orleans, Texas 
and Mexico Railway and the 
Missouri Pacific Railroad. 

The Van Sweringens had 
tossed all of these railroads into 
a corporate basket, the Alle- 
ghany Corp. With control of 
Alleghany, which in 1937 was 
considered a sick dog and which 
Young got for a mere $4,000,000 
he became the ruler of rail 
properties with a potential worth 
of two billion dollars.

INCE 1937, the holding com- 
8 pany has paid off its once 

thought worthless bonds at 
100 cents on the dollar and 
Young has been periodically 
goading both the investment 
bankers and his railroad com- 
petitors. 

Young has been advocating 
for years a lot of ideas that 
old-line railroad men reject, He 
has a new concept of railroad 
stations. He’d do away with the 
dingy structures in the center 
of towns and build attractive 
stations on the outskirts of com- 
munities where travelers could 
park their cars and pick them 
up on the return trip. He cites 
the advantages in the speedup 
of travel, the elimination of 
dangerous crossings and the 


‘eradication of slum areas that 


flank the miles of railroad 
tracks that wind through our 
big cities. He’d also revolutionize 
the system of ticket buying. In- 
stead of standing in line at a 
ticket window you could re- 
serve space by phone and pay 
the conductor when you board 
the train. 

In 1947, when Young made his 
first bid to get control of the 
New York Central, he lost out 
on an Interstate Commerce 
Commission ruling. The ICC de- 
cided, that as chairman of the 
board of the C. & O., Young 
could not sit on the Central 
board. It would be. destructive 
of competition. > 

Young bided his time and did 
some strategic maneuvering. In 
January of this year he resigned 
from the C. & 
again demanded membership on 
the Central board, which turned 
him down as “inimical to the 
best interests of the company.”

Young, who draws $20,000 a year 
as chairman of.the Alleghany 
Corp. and prides himself on the 
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fact that in 17 years he never 
took more than $7500 a year 
as chairman of the C. & O., has 
attacked the contract which 
White holds as president of 
Central. The contract gives 
White $120,000 a year until he 
retires at 65, then a pension of 
$75,000 for five years and $40,- 
000 a year for life after that. 


“It.is a fraud on the share- 
holders to give a contract for 
life,” Young charges. “Further- 
more the contract Was never 
submitted to the shareholders 
for approval.“ 


It has been said that Young is 
about as popular among rail- 
road men as a bee in a bridal 
bouquet. He has been called a 
maverick in the profession and 
labeled “a Palm Beach lounge 
lizard” with delusions of gran- 
deur and a lust for power.

Texan. He's confident’ that 
someday he'll be recognized as 
the “champion of the train- 
riding public.” 


His enjoyment of a good fight, 
particularly one in which he can 
swing high, wide and handsome, 
is evideneed by his obvious en- 
joyment in the present fight 
for the Central.

Decca would have satisfied a lot of us if the band personnel had 
been listed somewhere on the cover. The personne] is given for 
the eight numbers presented on “Glenn Miller” (Epic, 10-inch LP), 
a collection of Brunswick and Vocalion recordings by the Miller 
band of 1937 and 1938, The originals of these have been collec- 


tor's items for some time, The Miller band of these years was a 


good one, but hadn’t yet come to the reed choir sound and other 
characteristics of the later and more famous Miller band. But 
in the arrangements offered here one catches Miller's later 


ideas in germination. The recording, therefore, is an excellent 


documentary in the evaluation of one of the greatest swing bands.
